Bzo., Backus: If 1 knew that 
there was the rembtest possibility that our 
German churches of the West could pay the 
half of what we need for the present year 
in order to carry on the work, I would 
do my utmost to accomplish it. But as far as 1 
am acquainted with them this cannot be expect- 
ed. If they were ten times as numerous and 
rich, and two-thirds of their contributions were 
added, it would not be enough to occupy the 
fields which are open. But their number is 
limited, and they are poor.

running expenses $23,007. There are millions
